MUST DO SOMETHING 


While the councilmen concurred 
that something must be done 
about the service, it was report- | 
ed that action will come too late 
to be included in the municipal 
taxes for 1939-40. 

As one alternative, an intensive 
campaign will be conducted to get 
more residents using the garbage 
pick-up service. If most of the 
people will use the service, lower 
rates can be made effective. The 
suggested lower rates follow: 
Paid in advance by the year, $3.90; 
paid monthly by the 15th day, 40 
cents. The base rate is $6 an- 
nually, At present the paid-in- 
advance charge is $4.80. If paid 
monthly by the 15th, the rate is 
45 cents. 

Less than half the residents use 
the service at present, it was re- | 
ported, 

MAY FORM DISTRICT 


If the proposed campaign does 
not produce enough new accounts, 
the residential area may be form- 
ed into a garbage collection dis- 
trict, all property owners being 
charged for the service, according 
to the city council discussions. 
Since most of the families in the 
citrus ranching district do not 
need the service it would be un- 
fair to include this cost in the gen- 
eral tax rate, officials pointed out.

Traveler in Russia Tells Lions 
| That Dangerous Citizens 
Are Present 





In America now are just as 
{many Communists as were in Rus- 
;Sia in October, 1917, at the start 
of the revolution that overthrew 
the government, Frank C. Flem- 
ing emphatically declared in 
speaking at the meeting of the Up- 
land Lions club in the Red Hill 
Country club house at noon yes- 
terday. 

In Russia for several years pre- 
j ceding the revolution, Mr. Fleming 
impressively described conditions, 
pictured the Russian people as 
lovable and courageous and scorn- 
fully spoke of the brutality of the 
jleaders in the government over- 
' throw. 
“I want to impress this on your 
|mind,” summarized Mr. Fleming, 
|“‘there are just as many Commun-

,in Russia in 1917—and ‘it can hap-

Intimately acquainted with Rus- 
sia, its history and people, Mr. 
Fleming went to Europe as a to- 
bacco buyer.

ESTIMATED OUTLAY 
FOR YEAR IN CITY 


It will take more money to op- 
erate the city of Upland during 
|1939-40, but property owners won’t 
|have to pay so much in taxes, ac- 





|cording to the new budget adopt- 
jed by the city council last night. 
The new tax rate has been tenta- 
tively set at $1.10 for each $100 
valuation—a five-cent reduction. 

Increased cost of operating the 
new city hall, a few salary in- 
creases, recent addition of one 
man to serve the police and fire 
departments ana increased street 
improvement work are items that 
boost the budget tctal above last 
'year’s outlay. 

MORE INCOME 

These additional expenditures 
jcan be made and at the same 
time the tax rate can be reduced 
; because of a reserve held over 
| from last year’s budget and be- 
cause of increased revenue from 
other than tax sources. Certain 
street improvements were plan- 
ned but not realized during the 
{previous 12 months and the unex- 
pended balance of $4,542 for last 
|year is carried over into the new 
budget total. 

Municipal expenditures for the 
year will total $94,933. The 1933- 
39 budget total was $82,830.97. 
The item of increased salaries will 
boost the outlay for the year about 
$100 a month. Increased jani- 
torial services for the city hall 
and cost of operating the building 
are also figured. The police de- 
jpartment will cost about $1,000 
‘more during the next 12 months 
|(a total of $17,300) than it did 
|during the past year, and the fire 
|department outlay will be $11,838 
las compared with $11,401.96 for 
the past year. 
| Expenses under the heading of 
|“highways” during the year are 
jestimated at $20,838, as compared 
| with $13,498.18. 


DEPRECIATION INCLUDED 


Included in all items of expense 
involving machinery and equip- 
ment are depreciation accounts. 
| That is, the budget provides for 
actual operating costs of the 
equipment and for a depreciation 
charge, as well, When the actual 
opergting costs of the equipment 
|; must be replaced, funds are avail- 
jable for the outlay. 

When expenses are figured, the 
;council also considers income. 
|From taxes, the city will receive 
|the approximate total of $55,061 
| This figure may vary some when 
the official assessed valuation fig- 
ure is computed. During 1938-39 
jcity taxes produced $55,792.31 
|The 5-cent lower rate will mean 
|an approximate saving of $731 to 
| property owners.

LANGUAGE IS HORROR 

To repeat, Finland is a tourist 
paradise, A paradise in all re- 
spects. but one—her language. 
Finnish grammar, to be truthful, 
is an invention of the devil and 
the Finnish lexicon is, to quote the 
great traveler Sydney Clark, “a 
philological chamber of horrors”, 

To convey: my meaning regard- 
ing the grammar, it is only neces- 
sary to mention that Finnish has 
fifteen cases, including essive, in- 
essive, adessive, abessive, elative, 
illative, etc. 

As to the vocabulary, a little 
sample is the word for “soup”, 
which is “Siskomakkarakeitto”. 
Just to pronounce it sounds a bit 
like eating soup, doesn’t it? 

When, in a railway station, we 
come upon a sign reading ‘Mat- 
kalavaravakuutuksia” we don't 
quite know whether it is a place 
to buy tickets, procure a meal, or 
take the train. A sign on a door 
in the parliament building in Hel- 
sinki proves a wonderfully juicy 
mouthful, It reads, “Tyovaenasia-

invaliokunta”. Chewing gum is 
not popular in Finland, but little 
wonder. With words like these to 
munch on, any other jaw-exerciser 
would be extraneous. 

All this may be well enough for 
the people who are born to such a 
language, but it does seem a bit 
unjust to strangers to call the 
travel office a Suomen Matkaili- 
sayhdistys. There are a few com- 
pensations, however. We saw a 
Finn jam his finger in a window 
and he said “Ouch’’, just as we 
would. At a Helsinki church ser- 
vice we heard the minister close 
is weird-sounding prayer with a 
familiar “Amen”. It was one of 
the few words in the service which 
we could understand. And the 
babies here say ‘Papa’ and 
“Mamma”, words familiar the 
world over. 

To conclude this dissertation on 
the language, may I plead mercy 
from the linotype operators and 
others in America who have to set 
all this in print and edit it. But 
just consider yourselves lucky you 
aren't practicing your professions 
here in Finland. For, every time 
you wanted to say “newspaper of- 
fice’ you would have to say ‘“Sano- 
malehtitoimisto”,

condition in the city government 
is the report of bank balances at 
the close of the fiscal years, On 
June 30, the city had on deposit 
$72,546.70. Ten years ago the 
bank balance was $11,241.90. 
Since 1929 the bank balance has 
steadily increased. Making up the 
jtotal in the bank deposits are re- 
| serve and depreciation funds. 
These figures, however, do not in- 
clude the water department funds. 

In submitting the financial re- 
port to the city council last night, 
City Manager Richard G. Manley 
listed the bank balances for each 
of the years from 1928. The tax 
rate in 1928 was $2.25. 


CONDITION EXPLAINED 


“The above shows a very 
healthy financial condition and 
probably will compare very fav- 
orably with most other cities of 
our size,” Mr. Manley commented. 
“Even though our tax rate has 
been consistently decreased for 
the past 10 years, we have been 
able to build up a substantial re- 
serve and depreciation fund which 
lis reflected in the bank balances.” 

The new budget was adopted 
last night after it had been tenta- 
tively approved earlier in the week 
by the finance committee, which 
includes A. H. Johnson, chairman:
